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THE FORTY-SIXTH SESSION 



WEDNESDAY— FIRST DAY. 

The forty-sixth annual session of the Southwast Missouri Conference con- 
vened in the Central Church, Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 13, 1916. 9:00 a. m.. Bishop 
E. R. Hendrix, presiding; Dr. C. H. Briggs of Sedalia, Mo., having preached the 
annual sermon to the undergraduates the evening before. 

The Conference sang for the opening hymn, number 547, after which the 
Bishop led in prayer. For a Scripture lesson the Bishop read the seventeenth 
chapter of St. John’s Gospel and administered the Lord’s Supper, assisted by the 
Presiding Elders. 

Secretary of the last session called the roll of the Conference and the follow- 
ing brethren were present. (See roll.) 

Dr. C. C. Woods was elected secretary for the forty-first consecutive time. 
And, on nomination of the secretary, the following assistants were elected: J. E. 
Alexander, C. C. Higbee, Alonzo Patison, M. C. Magers, C. L. Stouffer, E. T. 
Raney, E. W. Bartley, R. B. Kimbrell and G. E. Hargis. 

On motion of B. P. Taylor the hours for meeting and adjournment were fixed 
at 9:00 a. m. and 12:30 p. m. 

The Conference ordered that further roll-call be dispensed with after tomor- 
row morning.

The re- 
port from Bishop W. A. Candler with reference to the educational interest of the 
Church was read and referred to the Board of Education. 

The following resolution, presented by C. H. Briggs, concerning forwarding 
of funds to the Conference Treasurer, was adopted. (See resolutions.)

Hendrix in the ch^ir. Religious services were conducted by Rev. C. L. Stouffer. 

Minutes of the previous session were read and approved, after which the roll 
of absentees was called, and the following brethren responded to their names. 
(See Roll.) 

The question involving Lay representation in the Annual Conference, sub- 
mitted by the last General Conference, was presented to the Conference by 
Bishop Hendrix. Ninety-one members of the Conference were present when the 
vote was taken; 71 voting for the increased representation, and 9 against it. 

The call of Minute questions was resumed. Question two was called — “Who 
remain on trial?” Raymond Benefiel Kimbrel, Eldridge Wesley Bartley, Festus 
Earl Jenkins, James Russell Brown, and Samuel Jones Starkey, having passed ap- 
proved examinations, were advanced to the class of the second year. Louis Nel- 
son Pollock, and Wilton Wilbur Garrett, not having been before the Committee 
on Examination, were continued in the class of the same year. 

Question four — “Who ar<& admitted into full connection?” was called and 
Ernest Delbert Baker, W'illiam Edward Brown, Walter Earl Hill, John Arthur 
Brown, and Louis Francis Filev/ood, having passed approved examinations, were 
advanced to the class of the third year. Floyd Richard Chapman, Claud Briden- 
thal, and Frank Milton Price, not having been before the committee on exami- 
nations were continued in the class of the second year.

2. We again call the attention of our people to the Methodist Benevolent 
Association of the Southwest Missouri Conference, and urge our preachers 
to be on the watch for possible opportunities to add to the assets of the asso- 
ciation.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 16, 1916. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Southwest Missouri Conference: ' 

Dear Brethren: We, your Board of Church Extension, beg leave to submit 

our report as follows: The General Board through its Corresponding Secre- 
tary, Dr. W. F. McMurry, has reported progress and a year of general prosperity 
for the cause of Church Extension. 

The thanks of this Board, and we think of the entire Conference, is due Dr. 
McMurry for the splendid record book which he has had prepared and presented 
to your Board, containing as it does complete records of all the receipts and 
disbursements of this Board since its organization. 

We endorse the suggestion of the Conference Board representatives and of 
the General Board, that a meeting of Conference Board representatives be held 
every two years, the next meeting to be held in 1919, and pledge our co-opera- 
tion. 

W’e also endorse the plan for having representatives of the Church Exten- 
sion cause at all our District Conferences, and through the columns of our 
Church press emphasize this most important branch of the Church's work.

We rejoice to learn that the past year has been the most successful in the 
history of our rapidly developing Bible Class work. 

Two thousand classes with an approximate membership of sixty thousand 
were last year enrolled in the Nashville office. This organized Bible Class 
work has already become one of the outstanding movements of usefulness and 
promse in our church. We urge the importance of having our organized Bible 
Class identified with the work of their own church by enrolling regularly with 
Wesley Bible Class department in Nashville. 
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Sunday School Architecture. 



Our Sunday School Board has wisely constituted a commission on Archi- 
tecture. In view of the fact that many mistakes have been made in Sunday 
School Architecture, we suggest that before planning for new churches and Sun- 
day School buildings, that ou;r people acquaint themselves witn the action of the 
General Board and through the Church Extension Secretary secure recom- 
mendations of Sunday School architecture. 

Special Days. 

In order to meet an urgent need, we recommend that a special day be set 
apart and a collection taken for the endowment of a chair in Southern Methodist 
University for the training of teachers and officers in Sunday School work. 

Assistance. 

It is the policy of the Board to assist in the organization of Mission Sun- 
day Schools and to furnish needy Sunday Schools with Supplies for at least one 
quarter on application of the pastor or Presiding Elder. 

Superintendents Address. 

In order to facilitate the work of the General Board and that of the Con- 
ference Board in the spread of Sunday School intelligence through their printed 
literature and personal correspondence, your Board unanimously requests that 
the name and address of each Superintendent be printed in the Conference 
Annual.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

We have endeavored to make a thorough canvass of the situation in the 
educational work of the Conference. In the face of the grave crisis which to- 
day confronts all educational institutions in the need of more funds to meet the 
rising expenses of existence so as to maintain their work according to modern 
demands, and the tragic position in which institutions of learning are placed 
when unable to command the additional funds, we call upon all the members of 
our church in the bounds of the Southwest Missouri Conference to a more 
liberal support of our conference schools. While other things are of great im- 
portance we cannot with safety neglect Christian education. We commend the 
thoughtful and generous act of Mr. Percy Huston, of Marshall, Missouri in 
including Central College as a beneficiary of his will. 

Dr. R. H. Bennett, representing the General Educational Board, Dr. I. L. 

Holt, of Southern Methodist University, Dr. Paul H. Linn, President of Cen- 
tral College, Ur. Z. M. Williams, President of Central College for Women, C. 

A. Haskew, President of Scarritt-Morrisville College and Rev. C. C. Grimes 
representing our work for the Methodist students in the State University, were 
before the Board and made strong and full representations of the work com- 
mitted to their hands. 

We pledge our support to the General Board in its broader work in the 
church for Christian Education. We rejoice to note the well-devised plans of 
campaign for Emory University and Southern Methodist University which 
take in their sweep all the conferences east and west of the Mississippi River. 

While the Commission makes no demand upon this conference in this campaign 
except our sympathy, we believe we ought to do our part for the Theological 
department of Southern Methodist University. We are glad to note the splen- 
did work done for the church by our Correspondence School, and we urge upon 
our undergraduates the great benefits to be derived from pursuing their courses 
of study with this school. 

We note with pleasure that the standing of our colleges in the educational 
world is becoming more settled and assured. We believe it will add to their 
efficiency. Central College has been admitted to membership in the National 
Association of Colleges, Central College for Women is now an accredited Junior 
College^ and Scarritt-Morrisville is making application for the Junior College 
grading*. 

The report of the oermanent commission in charge of the student work at 
Columbia, which was placed in the hands of all the oastors some time ago, was 
carefully considered by your board. In view of the fact that it was brought out 
that the more than one thousand Methodist students in the University creates 
a need for a type of church work in Columbia, which we are unpreoared to do 
for lack of equipment, an adeauate church building suitable for religious, ed- 
ucational and social purposes is an immediate need if our church is to give 
proper care to the young people going from our Methodist homes to the Uni- 
versity. We, therefore, recommend that this Conference go on record as be- 
ing in perfect sympathy with this enterprise and that the permanent commis- 
sion, elected to look after this work, be empowered to take such steps as are 
necessary to secure funds for carrying out this plan. It is understood, how- 
ever, that this work shall be done in such a way as not to embarrass our 
Church Schools either in the matter of securing students or endowment. 

We learn with pleasure that it has* been determined by the State Epworth i 

League Conference to be held at Pertle Springs next June to set apart a day 
of the Conference to be known as Educational Day and observed by a suitable 
program. We give our hearty endorsement to the action of the Conference and 
urge all our ministers and people to co-operate with them. 

We make the following nominations for Conference election: Judge John 

A, Rich, to succeed himself: Dr. J. R. Brown, to fill vacancy caused by resigna- 
tion of A. R. Strother, and John S. Wilson, to fill the place ruade vacant by 
the death of Percy Huston, as Curator*; of Central College.

REPORT OF EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

For some time the Epworth League has been generally regarded as^ a 
negligible factor in the economy of our Church. This attitude has been main- 
tained in spite of the combined testimony of experience and observation with 
reference to the importance of the League in the field of training Christian 
workers. Our modern ministry is almost universally recruited through the posi- 
tive influence of the League. Training for leadership, emphasizing the spiritual, 
giving right of way to the essentially religious. We need to give the League 
right of way now as we have never done. 

We wish to offer the following recommendations for your consideiation: 

1. We urger that all pastors* reports give prominence to the League work 
within the bounds of their seveal charges. 

2. We wish to endorse and commend the present Missouri State Epworth 
League organization, and to recognize the real service that has been rendered 
our Church through it. 

3. We are in accord with the recommendation of the General Secretary, 
Dr. Parker, and the Missouri Conference Epworth League Board, that each An- 
nual Conference have its own Epworth League organization within its own 
bounds. 

4. We recommend that the Pertle Springs Conference be continued as a 
State Conference; but that all distinctly Conference business be transacted 
through the separate Conference organizations. 

5. We endorse the action of our State League with reference to the sup- 
port of the African Special. But would call the attention of all Leagues to the 
fact that it is a rule of the Southjvest Missouri Conference that all such moneys 
be paid through the treasurer of the Annual Conference instead of through the 
Epworth League treasurer. 
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Prayerfully trusting that the League may grow in every grace and be able 
soon to enter into its own; that we should align our sympthies and our interest 
with it, and that every preacher will become its loyal champion and defender, 
we respectfully submit this report.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

Dear Brethren: — 

Your board desires to impress the importance of the Bible Society’s claim 
upon you. A great deal of interest has been aroused by the centenial celebra- 
tion of the Society, which began in May at Washington, and was participated in 
by the President, Vice President, and others. 

The hundred years of the life of the Society have been filled with service. 
The total number of issues during these years totals more than 117,000,000. Dur- 
ing the year 1914-15, nearly six and one-half million copies of the Scriptures were 
published. This year, the output was much greater, amounting to about three 
million in the United States alone. 

The work of the Society is carried on in over 150 Inguages, on every conti- 
nent of the globe. Nine main printing centers and over 1,900 distributers have 
assisted in this work. 

Appropriations have already been made by the Society amounting to $652,300. 
The Society found it necessary to cut off appropriations amounting to $70,000, for 
the lack of funds. They anticipate an income from sales, endowment, and other 
sources of not to exceed $370,000. It becomes necessary, therefore, to ask ap- 
propriations from the various churches of $282,300. Our General Conference 
has recommended an assessment for this purpose equal to two cents per mem- 
ber. The amount raised last year in this Conference amounts to less than one 
cent per member, the figures being as follows:

BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Southwest Missouri Conference: 

In presenting this report to the Conference we are glad to say that our Con- 
ference Organ, the St. Louis Christian Advocate, is free from any former en- 
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tanglement as to the ownership of the property. The Advocate, with all that 
pertains to it, is now in fee simple the property of the three Missouri Conferences. 

Through the untiring efforts and sacrifice of Drs. C. C. Woods and Arthur 
Mather we have the Advocate clear of debt and a paper altogether worthy of our 
highest appreciation and support. We learn from the Editor that owing to the 
present high prices of material entering into the publication of the paper that it is 
. impractical to furnish it at a price less than two dollars. 

We are further confronted with the fact that the future success of the Advo- 
cate depends largely, if not altogether, upon the interest taken in and the efforts 
made by the preachers of the three Missouri Conferences to increase its circula- 
tion. We, therefoie, recommend that the first Sunday in November be set apart 
as Advocate Day, and that the campaign inaugurated at such time shall be con- 
tinued up to the beginning of the year 1917. We hereby urge upon the pastors 
that they emphasize the real merits of the paper before their congregations, in- 
sisting upon a liberal patronage. We request that J. F. Caskey be reappointed as 
one of the Advisory Committee. 

The General Organ of the Church, the Nashville Christian Advocate, has 
only a small circulation m the bounds of our Conference. That such a fruitful 
source of information covering the entire field of our Methodism should be over- 
looked by so many of our preachers and people is a matter of regret. It is 
worthy of our notice that the Epworth Era and Quarterly Review are published 
at a net loss to the Church. 

We hereby urge that our preachers and Sunday School superintendents see to 
it that all our Sunday Schools are supplied by the very excellent literature edited 
by Dr. Chappell and provided by our own publishing house. All orders from this 
Conference for literature be sent to the house at Dallas, Texas. 

As to books — our houses at Nashville, Tenn., and Dallas, Teras, represent 
the largest and best equipped establishment to be found anywhere in the South. 
They are amply prepared tc take care of our needs. But while our real needs 
shall no doubt remain a dead letter in a large percent of our Methodist homes 
ihroughoui our connection, nevertheless, the effort to put into these homes more 
good books and periodicals to be read by both young and old should be a per- 
sistent one. 

We recommend that our Publishing Houses be requested to put into the 
hands of the pastors from time to time, and in substantial form, such lists of oar 
ow'd publications as are besf suited for both young and old. And that the pas- 
tors give out from their pulpits these lists. We believe that by som.e such method 
, 5 ^ our people would become more interested and that they would buy and read 

mere of the good literature ot the Church. 

One thing more we should bear in mind, and that is that every dollar's worth 
of business done by our own Publishing House is made to contribute to that 
very sacred fund known as the ‘‘Superannuate Fund.”

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren — 

The Church at whose altars souls are not saved is not fulfilling the mission 
for which it was sent into the world. We rejoice that at the regular services of 
the churches people are being converted. There is every reason why our altars 
should be continually full of penitant people. The natural depravity of the hu- 
man heart,' the distress incident to the present world-war, and the mighty economic 
and political and social struggle of today, should drive a needy world to the 
source of spiritual power. Let every Sunday evening service be made as defi- 
nately evangelistic as possible. 

Many revivals of power have been held during the year. Methodism was 
born in a great religious awakening, and this method of propagating the kingdom 
of God has by no means outgown its usefulness. As far as can be let the pastors 
help one another in meetings. If you, are in need of a pastor assistant you are 
invited to correspond with the secretary of our committee. Any minister that can 
help others in meetings is invited to let it be known. Where an Evangelist is to 
be used we urge that our Conference Evangelist, or one of the General Evange- 
lists, be secured. 

The One-to-Win-One plan of evangelism has demonstrated its worth. Pet- 
sonal worker’s campaigns are good both for the church member and for the one 
who is not. To repeat similar campaigns in the same church is not unwise. All 
of us know by this time the details of the plan, and as to what shall be done in 
the future we gladly leave to the discretion of pastor and people. 

Last year we recommended that Rev. R. F. Campbell be appointed as Confer- 
ence Evangelist. His report is before us. He has held 20 meetings, 9 of which 
were union meetings. In the 20 revivals there were 1,527 professed conversions, 
and of these 676 united with the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and 668 have 
been received into other churches. Of the 676 that united with our Church, 512 
of them united within the bounds of the Southwest Missouri Conference. 

We recommend the reappointment of R. F. Campbell as Conference Evange- 
list.

I forth from the Methodist Episcopal Church and the Methodist Protestant 

I Church such expressions of brotherly love and heart-union. Therefore, be it 

I ' RESOLVED, By the Southwest Missouri Conference of the Methodist 

Episcopal Church, South: 

FIRST — That we hereby render our thanksgiving to Almighty God, the 
great Head of the Church, that he has led us thus far on the way toward the 
■ reorganization of American Methodism. 

SECOND — That we deplore any discusion of this question which does not 
have the manifest spirit of Christ, and love to man, as a basis for the inter- 
change of opinions. We regret that some of our Church leaders are seemingly 
prone to manifest a wrangling spirit and call in question the sincere motives 
of men and churches, declaring themselves for a reorganized Methodism. We 
commend to all our preachers and layman the policy of possessing their souls 
in peace, and the consideration of constitutional plans of union. 

THIRD — That we decry all efforts to parade the contentions and prejudices 
of the past; on the contrary we call upon all our people to recall that it is 
neither wise nor Christian to recall and rehearse the mistakes and broken 
promises of the long ago. 

FOURTH — That we respectfulv suggest to the Joint Commission on Unifi- 
cation our belief that they are more able to formulate the plans for a greater 
Methodist Church than our several bodies have ever been. 

FURTHER — That we believe it of much greater importance that they give 
us a harmonious constitution which will be most effective in carying on the 
work of our Lord in the world than that any particular theory, or autonomy 
of church govern.ment shall prevail. 
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We pray that they shall keep uppermost in their thought how best to carry 
out the commission of our Lord. “Go preach my Gospel to every creature.” That 
purpose should be paramount to all other questions. 

We further suggest that all churches involved in this question of union have 
much in their history which is archaic and outgrown; we plead, therefore, for a 
reconstruction on lines which, while it conserves the best in our past, yet will 
afford us larger and better facilities for performing the great work the church 
is now called upon to do. 

We call on all ou people to constantly pray for those men to whom we have 
committed this great work, and declare our unqualified belief in the certainty 
that there are no Christian reasons why there should not be a reorganized 
American Methodism.

District Conference — Membership. 

In addition to those named in the Discipline: Sunday School Superintendents, 
who are members of the church, the District Stewards, and two laymen to be 
elected from each Quarterly Conference — 1870. 

Exhorters— 1871. Recording Stewards, 1879. Epworth League Presidents, 
when men, 1911. 

Conference Claimants. 

The assessment for Conference claimants shall be 5 per cent of the amount 
assessed to the P. C. and P. E. 

And for the Sup. End. Fund, 1 per cent of the amount assessed to P. C. This 
estimate shall be made upon the amount paid by the congregation; plus the 
amount paid to the P. C. by the Mission Board (Except in the case of the Insti- 
tutional Church). However, where there is no parsonage the Board of Stewards 
may make a reasonable allowance for house rent, and this amount is not consid- 
ered salary. 

The P. C*s. are required to pay 5 per cent of amount received by them on sal- 
ary. If they do not raise it, the Conference Claimants’ Fund and the P. E.’s are 
urged not to employ as supplies local preachers who will not comply with this 

law. 

The P. E. shall not prorate Missionary money paid to the P. C.

Change of Conference Relation.

Mrs. H. A. Wood. 

Mrs. Eibbie Eve Wood — Nee Bacon — was born in Vernon County, near 
Hume, Missouri, on the 12th day of August, 1875, died April 25th, in Joplin, Mo. 
She was united in marriage with Rev. H. A. W ood, April 28th, 1897, who with 
their two children, Geneva and George, father and mother, four sisters, one 
brother remain to mourn their loss. 

Sister Wood possessed those splendid qualities of mind and soul that en- 
abled her to fulfill the relations of life beautifully.

William Benson Cobb. 

Bro. William Benson Cobb was one of thirteen children of James M. and 
Mary Cobb, born in Lafayette County, Missouri, near McKendree Chapel, April 
13, 1844, he passed to the Church Triumphant from Nevada, Missouri, July 16, 
1916, aged 72 years, three months and three days. He grew to manhood and 
remained on the farm until some time in the seventies he sold his farm and en- 
tered business at Wellington, Missouri. He was converted under the ministry 
of the Rev. Warren E. Pitts, at a school house near his father’s home, and united 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at McKendree Chapel m 1858. He 
was baptized by the Rev. R. A. Young, then Presiding Elder of the Lexington 
District. His conversion was sound and satisfying, and his Christian life con- 
scientious and zealously active from the beginning. He felt early the conviction 
of his duty to preach the Gospel, but for reasons not known to -the writer, he 
deferred his response until 1880, when, on February 21 he was licensed to preach 
and recommended to the Annual Conference for admission into the traveling con- 
nection by the Wellington Quarterly Conference, Rev. L. W. Pierce being the 
pastor and Rev. J. L. D. Blevans Presiding Elder. In September of the same 
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year at Marshall, Missouri, he joined the Southwest Missouri Conference, Bishop 
John C. Keener, presiding. He was ordained Deacon by Bishop J. C. Cranberry, 
at Nevada in 1882, and Elder, by Bishop Linus Parker, at Jefferson City in 1884. 

He was a good faithful preacher and a tender, beloved pastor. While a man 
of strong convictions, his heart was so full of love to God and men, that those 
whose sins he condemned, respected hin^ and most of them even loved him. He 
was indeed a man full of the Holy Spirit and of Faith. 

For twenty-nine years he served acceptably, charges in. Saline, Lafayette, 
Pettis, Jackson, Cass, Bates and Cooper Counties, and received about six hun- 
dred persons into the Church. 

He belonged to a family of preachers, being one of four brothers preaching 
the Gospel in this Conference, the others being Revs. Thos. M., Peter and J. N. 
Cobb, the first only now survives. He was thrice married: First to Miss Ellen 
Price, by whom two children survive him* William G. Cobb of Lamonte, Mis- 
souri, and Mrs. Lou Hereford of Kansas City. Kans. Then to Mrs. Lizzte 
Cloudsley, by whom one daughter was born, Mrs. Nellie Pollock of Blairstown, 
Henry County, Missouri, and last to Miss Ellen Swearingen in 1893, who sur- 
vives him and lives at Independence^ Missouri. 

In September, 1909, on account of failing health, he took the superannuated 
relation and grew weaker continually, only attendirig his Conference twice after- 
wards, before joining the great Conference above. 

Bro. Cobb was indeed a good man, loving sincerely his friends and breth- 
ren, and bearing not the least ill-will toward any man. If he ever had an enemy 
he could not reasonably remain long so. For his gentleness would soon melt 
him to reconciliation. 

No man among us endeared himself more to his brethren than Bro. Cobb. 
We can easily imagine the scene in Heaven when his happy, hopeful spirit was 
ushered into the presence of his blessed Lord, of his sainted loved ones and fel- 
low itinerants of this Conference, 

Our burdened hearts today beat stronger and our weary feet step quicker 
as we recount his virtues and contemplate his triumphs in Heaven. May an 
abundant measure of his spirit fall upon the young Elishas he leaves behind 
in his conference. And may the Holy Comforter, long with the sweet memory 
of the love and goodness of this brother, husband and father, console and keep 
all the bereft until we rejoin him in our Father’s house above. His funeral ser- 
vices were conducted at Independence, Missouri, July 18, 1916, by Rev. F. M. 
Burton, his Presiding Elder, assisted by other brethren and his body tenderly 
laid to rest in the Inaependence Cemetery in hope of a glorious resurrection the 
last day.

Rev. Joab Spencer was born in Indiana, March 10, 1831, went to the better 
land on the 6th of December, 1915. When thirty years of age he came to Mis- 
souri. 



Brother .Spencer was converted and united with the Church when but a 
youth. He was licensed to preach and joined the Missouri Conference in 1855; 
he was transferred to tlie Kansas City Mission Conference in 1858, and re- 
mained in that Conference until 1874, when he transferred to the Southwest 
Missouri Conference. He was an itinerant preacher for fifty-nine years. 



In August, 1860. he was united in marriage with Miss Mary Munkers, who 
with five daughters survive him. Brother Spencer’s home life was ideal. His 
wife entered into full sympathy and co-operation with him in his life work, and 
helped to make the home bright and happy. 



Brother Spencer was no ordinary man. His early advantages for education 
and proper equipment for the great work to which the Lord had called him, were 
limited, but by giving himself to diligent and prayerful study of God’s Word 
and the best literature at his command, he became well versed in the great doc- 
trines of the Bible. 



As a preacher he was always interesting and instructive; many were brought 
to the Savior through his instrumentality, and many more helped forward in 
the way of life. As a pastor he was diligent and discreet. Many homes were 
blessed by his quiet, modest, devout presence, and prayers. He was well 
versed in the history of the Church and our land. Having spent a large part of 
his life as a missionary among the Indians, he was familiar with the temperament, 
habits and history of that race.

These resolutions, endorsed by the Presiding Bishop in an earnest and 
forceful address, we trust will bear fruit in such measure as that the 
Advocate, dear to many hearts and so necessary to the work of our 
church, may be more firmly established than ever before. And we greatly 
hope that the Illinois and Denver Conferences will join in this campaign 
and use all legitimate means to secure the desired result. 

We are well aware that Conference “resolutions” often mean but 
little, and with some have degenerated into a mere jest, but we trust it 
will not be so in this case and in the Southwest Missouri Conference we 
urged our brethren not to vote affirmatively unless intending to follow 
their vote by earnest effort in the same direction. 

If each of the nearly six hundred pastors, in the Conferences named 
would only secure a single subscriber, it would greatly encourage us. Is 
there one with so little sympathy for the paper — and for the church, 
which so much needs the ministry of the Advocate— or so little infiuence 
that he cannot secure a single subscriber? If so — we are sorry for him 
and still more for the people to whom he ministers ! With an average of 
two new subscribers from each pastor we would be happy, and with three 
the Advocate would be comparatively on safe ground for another year at 
least. 

We make no count of personal sacrifices in the past nor those easily 
to be anticipated. All we have and are we owe under God, to the church 
and the church can demand nothing within our limitations that will not 
be freely given. But the issue is not personal; it is for the church and 
the great cause of God and humanity we plead, believing that in our 
present relation we represent interests of the highest character which are 
dear to all who look and labor for the coming Kingdom !
